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Residents sent fleeing from blaze 


Under construction. 
Fire officials estimate 
damage at $17 million 


A four-storey condominium 
complex under construction 
burned to the ground Sunday in 
a massive blaze that left homes 
all around the site damaged. 

The fire broke out around 2 
a.m. at the complex located on 
the southwest edge of the city 
in the Rutherford neighbour¬ 
hood. Fire officials estimated 
the damage at $17 million for 
the site alone, not including 
heat damage to neighbouring 
homes. 

Felix Vizcarra said when 
he first woke up to his dog 
barking, the fire was relatively 
small, but it grew incredibly 
quickly. 

“I grabbed the phone and 
called 911 and by the time I 
finished talking to them, not 
even three minutes, it was like 
matchsticks,” he said. 

From behind fire depart¬ 
ment road barricades Sunday, 
Vizcarra could see the front of 
his home badly damaged with 


the siding melted off. He said 
embers were falling all over 
when he fled his house, but 
luckily they didn’t hit his home. 

“They were just flying, but 
somehow we were a bit lucky 
because the wind was blowing 
westward,” he said. 

Stacey Chuchmuch lived 
directly across the street from 
the complex and was likewise 
stunned at the spread of the 
fire. “I was up at like 1:30 and 
there was nothing and about 
2:05 my dog woke me up,” she 
said. “I looked out the window 
and the building in front of us 
was completely engulfed.” 

District Chief Dave Mat- 
wichulc said it would be some 
time before firefighters could 
determine what caused the 
blaze. “We will be on scene 
probably investigating this, 
probably for weeks to come,” 
he said. 

The three-alarm blaze 
brought more than 15 trucks 
and about 85 firefighters to the 
site. 

Matwichulc said it was very 
challenging and it’s fortunate 
no one was injured. 

“We were dealing with 
numerous propane tanks and 
other combustibles that were 
on scene,” he said. “It was an 
extremely difficult fire to fight.”

Roughly 58 cents of eveiy 
tax dollar that flows into the 
city’s coffers pays someone’s 
wages, according to the city 
budget. 

Be it police officers, 
pothole-repair crews or life¬ 
guards at city pools, most of 
Edmonton’s dollars go toward 
paying for people. 

Earlier this year, Mayor 


Stephen Mandel said one of 
the biggest challenges his 
successor would have to face 
is the rising cost of the city’s 
labour force. 

“The time has come for 
government employees to ac¬ 
cept the fact that they have 
been remunerated veiy well 
over the last number of years 
and we need to regain control 
over the cost of our cities,” he 
said in July. 

Scott Hennig, with the 
Canadian Taxpayers Federa¬ 
tion, agrees with Mandel and 
said in large part labour nego¬ 
tiations set the city’s tax rates. 

“The tax bill was deter¬ 
mined during the last round 
of negotiations with the 
union,” he said. 


Rising costs 


• There are just over 
11,000 people on the 
city's payroll, including 
the police and other 
agencies. 


• The provincial govern¬ 
ment recently insti¬ 
tuted salary freezes for 
many of its employees. 


Hennig argues the city 
could take a tougher line with 
its unions and still attract 
high-quality staff — even 
in Alberta’s tough labour 
market. 

Mike Scott, president of 


CUPE Local 30, which repre¬ 
sents the city’s outside work¬ 
ers, said city workers, be they 
mechanics, labourers or other 
workers, have plenty of other 
options. 

He said any push to freeze 
wages or play tough with 
civic unions would only push 
workers to private-sector jobs. 

“If they do that we’re go¬ 
ing to see a reduction in staff. 
And then who is left to do the 
work?” he said. 

Scott said the city’s work¬ 
ers have a good relationship 
with city management and he 
believes city taxpayers don’t 
mind paying taxes if it means 
they get good services, which 
is what he says the workers 
provide.

Police and Peace 
Officers’ Memorial 
Day. Family and fellow 
members gather to 
honour those who made 
the ultimate sacrifice 


Police and peace officers from 
across the province gathered at 
the legislature grounds Sunday 
to remember fallen comrades 
at the 15th annual Police and 
Peace Officers’ Memorial Day. 

Last August, High River 
peace officer Rod Lazenby was 
reporting to a dog complaint 
when he was assaulted and 
killed. This year’s memorial 
drew at least a dozen family 
members to remember their 
son, father and brother. 

“We come to remember 
peace officers as a family — 
my dad won’t ever be forgot¬ 
ten,” said Lazenby’s daughter 
Meghan Mclean. 

“It’s an appreciation but 
also recognition of the loss,” 
said Lazenby’s brother Biyan. 

Names of the fallen were 
read aloud while members of 
government, police and fam¬ 
ines laid wreaths at the Pillar 
of Strength memorial. 

Lalceshore Regional Police 
Service Chief Dale Cox said 
driving five hours from the 
Lesser Slave Lake area to attend 
the ceremony is important. 


Quiet memorial 


• The last Sunday of Sep¬ 
tember commemorates 
Alberta police and peace 
officers who have died 
on the job. Ninety-seven 
have died between 1876 
and 2013 — 19 since the 
memorial day began 15 
years ago. 


• Unveiled on the south 
legislature grounds 
in 2006, the Pillar of 
Strength memorial 
monument features an 
eternal flame and bronze 
peace doves etched with 
the names of fallen of¬ 
ficers. 


“We all do the same type 
of job in this uniform. I’ve lost 
colleagues — it’s a veiy import¬ 
ant day to be a part of,” said 
Cox. 

Representing the Alberta 
Association of Chiefs of Police, 
Edmonton Chief Rod Knecht 
said officers are kindred spirits 
with a camaraderie that for¬ 
ever ties them together. 

“Officers do their work 
quietly, without fanfare to 
protect our way of life,” said 
Knecht. “Courage and vigilance 
are constant traits for those 
who wear the uniform. We will 
not take it for granted.”

Edmonton falls behind Calgary on cancer risk 


Calgarians expose themselves 
to significantly less cancer risk 
than Edmontonians in nearly 
eveiy category of a new study, 
except drinking and work-relat¬ 
ed activity levels. 

“Calgaiy does well not just 
relative to Edmonton but com¬ 
pared to the other cities in 
Canada,” said Rami Rahal, dir¬ 
ector of system performance 


with the Canadian Partnership 
Against Cancer. 

The group published the re¬ 
port, Population Health in Can¬ 
ada’s Largest Cities, on Monday, 
and Rahal said the differences 
between Alberta’s two largest 
cities was “striking.” 

Out of 26 metropolitan 
areas, Calgaiy ranked between 
fifth and ninth in five categor¬ 


ies related to smoking and 
smoke exposure, for example, 
while Edmonton ranked be¬ 
tween 16th and 21st. 

Edmonton residents had 
lower alcohol-related cancer 
risks, however, with the city 
placing sixth in the categoiy 
of residents who consume no 
alcohol and 11th in terms of 
drinking within World Cancer 


Research Fund guidelines. Cal¬ 
gaiy, by contrast, ranked 10th 
and 21st, respectively, in those 
categories. 

Edmontonians also ranked 
second in terms of overall activ¬ 
ity in leisure, work and trans¬ 
portation but 15th in terms of 
being “very active” in leisure 
time. 

Calgaiy’s rankings were al¬ 


most the inverse: 16th in total 
activity but 6th in “veiy active” 
leisure activity. 

Rahal said lifestyle choices 
can result in a “significant 
number of avoided deaths” in a 
population. 

“Thirty per cent of cancer 
deaths can be avoided by elim¬ 
inating smoking,” he said.

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Africa. Nigerian students 
executed while they slept 


Suspected Islamic extrem¬ 
ists attacked an agricultural 
college in the dead of night, 
torching classrooms and 
shooting dozens of students as 
they slept in dormitories, the 
school’s provost said — the 
latest violence in Nigeria’s Is¬ 
lamic uprising. 

The attack, blamed on the 
Boko Haram extremist group, 
came despite a 4 1/2-month- 
old state of emergency. Re¬ 
cent violence has led many 
to doubt that the government 
and militaiy are winning. 

Provost Molima Idi Mato of 
Yobe State College of Agricul¬ 
ture said that there were no 
security forces protecting the 
college. Two weeks ago, the 
state commissioner for educa¬ 
tion had begged schools and 
colleges to reopen and prom¬ 
ised they would be guarded by 
soldiers and police. 

Idi Mato said as many as 50 
students may have been killed 
in the assault that began 
about 1 a.m. Sunday in Gujba.

Its uprising poses the big¬ 
gest security challenge in 
years to the countiy. Nigeria is 
Africa’s most populous nation 
with more than 160 million 
people — almost equal num¬ 
bers of which are Muslims and 
Christians, the associated press 


Kenya. Authorities make 
12th arrest in mall siege 
as citizens demand info 


Kenya’s security services made 
another arrest Sunday in con¬ 
nection with the deadly West- 
gate mall attack, said a top of¬ 
ficial, who declined to say how 
authorities believe the person 
was involved. 

Kenya has arrested 12 
people since the attack but 
three have been freed, Interior 
Minister Joseph Ole Lenku said 
during a press conference. He 
declined to say if any of those 
arrested had been in the mall 
during the attack. 


The four-day siege left 67 
people dead, according to of¬ 
ficials. Two of the dead were 
Canadians. The Red Cross says 
59 people remain missing, 
though the government puts 
that number at zero. 

Kenyans have become in¬ 
creasingly frustrated over the 
government’s unwillingness 
to share information about 
the attack. Almost no details 
have been released about what 
happened after the first hours 
of the siege, the associated press 


Car bomb kills dozens 
to cap off lethal week 


Pakistan. Explosion 
shreds popular bazaar, 
lighting old wooden 
structures ablaze 


A car bomb ripped through a 
crowded street in Peshawar’s 
oldest bazaar Sunday, killing 
40 people in the third blast 
to hit the troubled Pakistani 
city in a week, officials said. 
No one immediately claimed 
responsibility for the attack. 

The explosion appeared 
to have been caused by a 
bomb planted in a parked 
car and detonated by remote 
control, said police officer Za- 
hid Khan. It went off near a 
mosque and a police station, 
damaging the house of wor¬ 
ship and nearby shops and 
engulfing many vehicles in 
flames, police said. 

At least 40 people were 
killed and 90 wounded, said 
Jamil Shah, a spokesman for 
Lady Reading Hospital, where 
the victims were taken. 

The dead included 14 
members of a single family 
who were visiting Peshawar 
to plan a wedding, along with 
their driver and an assistant,

A bookshop owner, Nazar 
Ali, had just opened his shop 
when the bomb went off. 

“ft was a huge blast that 
was followed by fire in 
vehicles. Thick black smoke 
covered the air and splinters 
spread all over. I saw people 
lying dead and bleeding all 
over,” he said. 

Many of the old buildings 
in the historic Qissa Khawani 
market are made of wood, 
which easily caught fire, said 
senior police officer Shafqat 
Malik.

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Greece 
cracks down 
on far-right 
Golden Dawn 

Charged. Six Greek 
Darliamentarians who 
Delong to the extreme 
anti-immigrant party 
now in custody 


A Greek lawmaker sought by 
police surrendered on Sun¬ 
day, bringing to six the num¬ 
ber of legislators from the 
extreme-right Golden Dawn 
party now in custody and ac¬ 
cused of being members of a 
criminal organization with 
intent to commit crimes. 

The government crack¬ 
down on the fiercely anti-im¬ 
migrant party marks the first 
time since 1974 that sitting 
members of a Greek Parlia¬ 
ment have been arrested.

Greyson’s sister, Cecilia, 
told Metro the Canadians, 
who have not been charged 
with any crime, are tired 
but physically OK, based on 


what their lawyers have said. 

Although grateful for the 
help from the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment, including direct 
representations by Foreign 
Affairs Minister John Baird, 
Greyson’s family wants help 
to be stepped up. 

“We need to continue to 
ask the Canadian govern¬ 
ment to continue the work 
it’s already been doing, talk¬ 
ing to Egyptian officials and 
asking for their release,” 
said Cecilia Greyson. “The 
minister of foreign affairs 
has been very concerned 
about the case. Minister 
Baird spoke to the Egyptian 
foreign minister on a couple 
of occasions this week. 

“It may be time now that 
Prime Minister Harper talk 
to his Egyptian counterpart,” 
she added.

Italy. Berlusconi softens 
brinkmanship stance 
after angering key allies 


Former premier Silvio Berlus¬ 
coni appeared to backpedal 
Sunday in his strategy aimed 
at collapsing Italy’s fragile co¬ 
alition government and trig¬ 
gering early elections, after 
some key supporters chafed 
at his order to quit cabinet. 

In online comments, Ber¬ 
lusconi said he would con¬ 
tinue to back the governing 
coalition but only to pass 
specific measures on his 
party’s agenda, namely avert¬ 
ing an imminent increase in 
Italy’s sales tax and the elim¬ 
ination of a homeowners’ tax 
due in December. 

Berlusconi had demanded 
those resignations in a show 
of solidarity ahead of a Senate 
vote to strip him of his seat 
because of his tax-fraud con¬ 
viction and prison sentence. 

In a rare challenge, three 
of Berlusconi’s five ministers 
in Premier Enrico Letta’s 
government indicated they 
might help Letta survive the

coni and upheld his four- 
year prison sentence.

Her husband, Pyotr 
Verzilov, said she was 
hospitalized Sunday. He 
described this as a posi¬ 
tive step.

Author of a new book 
on Dickens’ son says 
the great writer wasn't 
much of a father 


Charles Dickens was one of 
England’s most-respected 
writers during the 19th cen- 
tuiy, but he wasn’t much of 
a father, and that may have 
had an impact — even a small 
one — on Canadian histoiy, 
says the author of a new his¬ 
torical novel that focuses on 
the younger Dickens’ life as a 
Mountie. 

Veteran journalist Vic 
Parsons of Victoria recently 
self-published Lesser Expecta¬ 
tions: Charles Dickens’ Son 
in North America, which 
explores the father-son dy¬ 
namic between the respected 
writer and his third son and 
fifth child, Francis.

al archives in Ottawa, Parsons 
said he has concluded Dick¬ 
ens wasn’t a great dad and 
only two of his sons, exclud¬ 
ing Francis, likely ever met 
his great expectations. 

Parsons said he believes 
because of that poor rela¬ 
tionship, Francis grew into 
a man who was reticent to 
take charge, especially as a 
commissioned officer in the 


North West Mounted Police. 

Parsons pointed to one 
incident while Francis was 
posted to Blaclcfoot Crossing, 
southeast of present-day Cal¬ 
gary 

He had joined the North 
West Mounted Police, the pre¬ 
cursor to the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, in 1874 after 
time in India with the Bengal 
Mounted Police. 


While at Blaclcfoot Cross¬ 
ing, Francis arrested a man 
named Bull Elk, a member of 
the Blaclcfoot, who had fired 
his rifle during a dispute over 
the sale of a cow’s head. 

After a short investiga¬ 
tion, Francis decided Bull 
Elk should stand trial at Fort 
Macleod, west of present-day 
Lethbridge, on a charge of at¬ 
tempted murder. 

But a crowd of about 700 
Blaclcfoot warriors, some 
wearing war paint, formed 
outside the police building. 

Francis called for the chief 
and decided to turn Bull Ellc- 
over to the native leader in¬ 
stead. However, his superior 
officer was upset at this and 
sent 20 police to seize Bull 
Elk and place him on trial. 
Bull Elk was subsequently 
found guilty of attempted 
murder. 

A tombstone over the 
grave of Francis says: “Third 
son of the author Charles 
Dickens.”

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Medical marijuana supply 
to be reborn as free market 


Health Canada. Under 
the new system, users 
will get their pot from 
large-scale farms that 
are RCMP-certified 


The Conservative government 
is launching a $1.3-billion free 
market in medical marijuana 
this Tuesday, eventually provid¬ 


ing an expected 450,000 Can¬ 
adians with quality weed. 

Health Canada is phasing 
out an older system on Monday 
that mostly relied on small- 
scale, homegrown medical ma¬ 
rijuana of vaiying quality, often 
diverted illegally to the black 
market. 

In its place, large indoor ma¬ 
rijuana farms certified by the 
RCMP and health inspectors 
will produce, package and dis¬ 
tribute a range of standardized 


weed, all of it sold for whatever 
price the market will bear. The 
first sales are expected in the 
next few weeks, delivered dir¬ 
ectly by secure courier. 

“We’re fairly confident that 
we’ll have a healthy commer¬ 
cial industiy in time,” Sophie 
Galameau, a senior official 
with the department, said in an 
interview. “It’s a whole other 
ball game.” 

Tlie sanctioned birth of 
large-scale, free-market mari¬ 


juana production comes as the 
Conservatives pilloiy Liberal 
Leader Justin Trudeau’s cam¬ 
paign to legalize recreational 
marijuana. 

Health Canada is placing no 
limits on the number of these 
new capital-intensive facilities, 
which will have mandatoiy 
vaults and security systems. Pri¬ 
vate-dwelling production will 
be banned. Imports from places 
such as the Netherlands will be 
allowed. 


Already 156 firms have ap¬ 
plied for lucrative producer and 
distributor status since June, 
with the first two receiving li¬ 
cences just last week. 

The old system fostered only 
a cottage industiy, with 4,200 
growers licenced to produce 
for a maximum of two patients 
each. The Mounties have com¬ 
plained repeatedly these grow- 
ops were often a front for crim¬ 
inal organizations. 
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Canadian satellite could hold big payoff for GPS industry 


The aurora borealis may look 
pretty as it dances across the 
northern sky, but a Canadian 
satellite is about to study a 
nasty side lurking behind 
that beauty. 

The small hybrid satellite, 
with a multi-purpose mis¬ 
sion, blasted off on Sunday 
from Vandenberg in Califor¬ 
nia on board a Falcon 9 rock¬ 
et developed by SpaceX, a 


commercial space company. 

The satellite will take a 
closer look at the Earth’s up¬ 
per atmosphere and allow 
scientists to collect new data 
on space storms. 

Greg Enno, of the Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary, says the CAS- 
SIOPE (Cascade SmallSat and 
Ionospheric Polar Explorer) 
satellite will study the ef¬ 
fect of solar storms on radio 


communications, satellite 
navigation and other ground- 
based technologies. 

Why is that important? 
“Because the sun sends out 
big plumes of energy from its 
surface and they wallop our 
atmosphere and its magnetic 
field and affect GPS users 
— especially aircraft,” Enno 
said. “It actually changes 
their position. And that’s one 


of the reasons why we can’t 
use GPS to land aircraft.” 

When plasma and par¬ 
ticles from the sun enter 
the upper atmosphere they 
usually cause the stunning 
northern lights, but they 
also affect things like hydro¬ 
electricity systems and GPS 
users. In 1989, they caused a 
blackout in Quebec for sev¬ 
eral days. 


Enno said data collected 
by CASSIOPE during its two- 
year mission should make it 
a lot easier to predict the im¬ 
pact of solar storms on Earth. 

“The biggest winners 
from our sets of data is the 
GPS industiy because their 
measurements may be accur¬ 
ate enough so they can use it 
for all sorts of stuff like land¬ 
ing aircraft, but also Hydro 


people because they don’t

CASSIOPE’s science mis¬ 
sion, which was developed 
by 10 Canadian universities, 
will also study the workings 
of the atmosphere, which

The battle to bag your super¬ 
market business is fiercer in 
2013 than it has been in years, 
with grocers pulling out all the 
stops to get both price-sawy 
and health-conscious consum¬ 
ers through the checkout.

Scout councils directly 
target elementaiy-school 
girls with promises of 
adventuresome fun. 

The first lady is pitch¬ 
ing in with a video in 
which she lauds the contri¬ 
butions of the Girl Scouts 
and urges adults to find 
the time to help out. 

“In order to bring the 
fun to more girls, Girl 
Scouts need you to volun¬ 
teer,” she says. “You can 


show girls that anything is 
possible. You can inspire 
them to dream bigger and 
go further than they ever 
imagined.” 

Obama, like other first 
ladies since 1917, serves as 
the Girl Scouts’ honoraiy 
national president. 

The upbeat campaign 
launch follows a tiying 
stretch for the Girl Scouts, 
who celebrated their 
centennial in 2012 but 


have confronted multiple 
difficulties this year. These 
include a deficit-strapped 
pension plan, rifts over 
the direction of Girl Scout 
programming and revenue 
shortfalls that prompted 
the national headquarters 
to trim about one-fourth of 
its staff through buyouts 
and layoffs. 

Overshadowing all the 
problems is the steady 
decline in membership 


— a trend also buffet¬ 
ing other national youth 
organizations as children 
turn to other after-school 
and weekend diversions. 
The Girl Scouts today have 
about 2.2 million youth 
members, down from 
nearly 2.9 million in 2003. 
Over the same span, the 
ranks of adult volunteers 
have dwindled from 
986,000 to 890,000.

Mark-Paul Gosselaar and 
Breckin Meyer are currently 
enjoying the third season of 
their comedy-drama legal 
series, Franklin & Bash, 
about two — let’s say un¬ 
conventional — young attor¬ 
neys. They’re so comfortable 
that it can be tough to distin¬ 
guish them from their char¬ 
acters sometimes, except, as 
Gosselaar points out, Meyer’s 
Jared Franklin is much fun¬ 
nier than Meyer himself. 

There are a lot of shows 
about lawyers. What makes 
this one unique? 

Mark-Paul Gosselaar: I 
think what separates our 
show most is the relation¬ 
ship between the two guys, 
Franklin and Bash. When I 
was pitched the show, I had 
just come off a TNT show 
playing an attorney, so the 
last thing I wanted to do was 
play another attorney. But 
being an attorney and the 
law aspect of the show sort 
of takes a back seat really 
to the relationship between 
these two guys. And that, I 
think, isn’t in lawyers shows 
as much as they are in cop 
shows, maybe, or some 
other genres. But I think 
that’s the first time that I 
read a script about two law¬ 
yers who have this sort of re¬ 
lationship — and I’d like to 
say that we came out before 
Suits because Suits has sort

of the same dynamic. 
Breckin Meyer: And I think 
the thing you don’t get 
when you’re dealing with 
these “case of the weeks,” 
the one thing we have with 
the show — and it’s because 
of the relationship — is the 
fun, is the comedy. It’s not 
like Airplane, it’s not a satire 
of a legal show. It’s just that 
these guys are younger than 
most lawyers that they go 
up against, younger than the 
judges, and they tend to go 
about it in... a feistier way. 

If that means Jeriy getting 
drunk during a cross-exam¬ 
ination or Peter making out 
with one of the witnesses to 
win the case, so be it. They’re 
kind of still feisty. 

After three seasons, how 
comfortable are you in the 
roles? 

Gosselaar: I think we’re 
pretty comfortable, but also 
I think that we still, to this 
day, are very hard on our¬ 
selves, and I think we’re very 
hard on the show in terms of 


trying to produce a product 
that we enjoy being on and 
that the fans will enjoy. I 
don’t think we’re comfort¬ 
able in the sense that it’s 
the third season and we’re 
just sort of letting the show 
manifest into itself. I think 
we’re still very much a part 
of it and we’re still hungry. 
We only do 10 episodes a 
season, so for us in three 
seasons, we’ve done basic¬ 
ally a season and a half of a 
network show. So for us it 
doesn’t feel like we’ve done 
that much. A lot has hap¬ 
pened in three years. I mean, 
Breckin is old now. 

Meyer: And you don’t stop 
aging. It’s insane. 

Gosselaar: I drink blood. 

I drink Breckin’s blood, 
actually, that’s how. Our 
characters are a magnifica¬ 
tion 100 per cent of who we 
are in real life. What we play 
on television is not too far 
from the type of people that 
we are, but they’re com-

Gosselaar: For this job? None. 
Meyer: And we’ll say to Bill, 
our co-creator, a lot — like 
with me being drunk or 
whatever — we’ll say, “What 
would happen if I really did 
that in court?” And he says, 
“You’d get thrown in jail,” ... 
Bill says if you learn anything 
about the law watching our 
show, we’re doing you a dis¬ 
service.

Rarity. Sitcom adopting 
rare Canadian style of 
filming in front of live 
audience was spawned 
from Toronto native's 
own family experience 


In Canada, a live, studio audi¬ 
ence sitcom taping is a rarity. 
One of the most popular ones, 
CBC’s The King of Kensington, 
aired in the 70s. Suddenly, 
however, a couple of Canadian 
comedies are venturing forth 
with the same four-camera, live 
studio audience format that has 
worked in Hollywood in shows 
ranging from I Love Lucy to The 
Big Bang Theory. 

Toronto audiences lined up 
earlier this year to see tapings of 
Dave Foley’s new comedy Spun 
Out, airing later this season on 
CTV. In Vancouver, the bleach¬ 
ers were filled for tapings of 
Package Deal, which premieres 
tonight on City. The series stars 
Randal Edwards (The Killing, 
The Best Years) as a young law¬ 
yer named Danny who has just 
met the love of his life, Kim 
(Julia Voth). He also has a great 
loft apartment, which is where 
his two goofy brothers, played 
by comedians Harland Wil¬ 
liams and Jay Malone, like to 
crash. Eugene Levy and Pamela 
Anderson add a little star power 
in recurring roles. 

The underlying premise 
of the series: will Kim be cool 
with this three-brother package 
deal? It’s all somewhat based 
on a period of time in the life 
of creator/executive producer 
Andrew Orenstein. 

“This is a show about me 
and my stepbrother,” says Or¬ 
enstein, who grew up in To¬ 


ronto but moved to Los Angeles 
when he took a chance on a 
career writing for television. He 
went on to become a writer and 
producer on several hit U.S. sit¬ 
coms, including 3rd Rock from 
the Sim, Malcolm in the Middle 
and Everybody Hates Chris. 
More recently, he was behind 
the CBC sitcom 18 to Life. 

Orenstein’s stepbrother is 
ten years older. He’s basically 
the Harland Williams character 
in Package Deal, “but don’t tell 
him that,” says the producer. 

“When I started dating my 
wife, I would talk about my 
brother in reverential tones,” 
he says. When she finally met 
the older sibling, he wasn’t 
quite the superman Orenstein 
had made him out to be. 

Orenstein learned he had a 
blind spot when it came to his 
brother. He took a closer look 
at the sibling rivalry between 
his own two sons and, voila, a 
sitcom was bom. 

Williams has turned out to 
be the perfect older brother in 
more ways than one. He’s the 
only cast member who has 
experience in four-camera sit¬ 


coms, starring in Simon (1995- 
96) and as part of the ensemble 
in The Geena Davis Show (2000- 
01). “I played Geena’s sidekick 
in that one,” he says, “and here 
I am back in the motherland.” 

Edwards says Williams is 
valued not just for his sitcom 
experience but also for his 
great sense of play. “I think of 
Harland as this giant rabbit, 
with these big, padded box¬ 
ing gloves, and he’s just-Boom! 
Boom! Boom!-dmmming on 
you all day,” says Edwards. 

“Everything that comes 
out of his mouth is funny,” 
he adds. “When you look at 
him, he gives you this persona 
that you think you’re going to 
get, and then what comes out 
of him-he’s so intelligent, so 
quick.” 

Edwards is even more im¬ 
pressed with Williams when 
the cast ventures out in pub¬ 
lic. “He’s the most genuinely 
humble celebrity I’ve ever met. 
This is the guy who has been 
put in front of me to say, this 
is how you treat people with 
respect in this business.”

Moby aiming for his 
imperfect perfection 



Emo isn’t dead. At least not 
according to Saves the Day’s 
Chris Conley, who’s been in 
the business of making emo¬ 
tive, yanlc-on-your-exposed 
heart strings music for just 
about two decades. 

In fact, if you ask Conley, 
emo — a genre that’s seen 
countless evolutions and re¬ 
incarnations (some great, 
some terrible, depending 
on who you’re talking to) 
throughout the late ’90s and 
early aughts — is making a 
resurgence. 

“(There are) a lot of new 
bands coming along that 
have that same spirit, that au¬ 
thenticity, and honesty and 
good songwriting,” he says. 
“You see a lot of bands com¬ 
ing up that have that sound, 
like they listen to music of 
the ’90s now, so maybe it goes 
in waves. I think that honest 
music is making a comeback 
for sure.” 

As for any residual stigma 


associated with the angstiest 
genre around, he thinks that 
it’s on the decline. 

“I think some of the nega¬ 
tive connotations might be 
disappearing,” he says. “I 
think that the phase of the 
haircuts is probably over, 
where the band’s MySpace 
profile picture mattered 
more than their first demo. It 
seems like that’s gone, I think 
people see through it.” 

If anyone would know, it 
would be Conley. 

The only remaining found¬ 
ing member of one of emo’s 
definitive bands, he’s stuck 
with it through eight studio 
albums and a revolving door 
of bandmates through which 
almost 20 members have 
come and gone. 

It’s all been worth it 
though, he says, because 
there’s nothing else he’d rath¬ 
er be doing. Their self titled 
album is out now.

New music from Moby is a 
relative thing. 

The veteran DJ notes his 
latest 12-track disc is set for 
release tomorrow but was 
completed way back in Febru- 
aiy — an eternity in this day- 
and-age of instant releases 
geared to capitalize on of-the- 
moment trends. 

But that’s just how Moby 
operates, and the 48-year-old 
electronic musician makes no 
bones about the fact that In¬ 
nocents sounds nothing like 
the bombastic pop songs that 
dominate current charts. 

“I’m not the target audi¬ 
ence for it, you know, I’m 
not 13, but so much music 
today — and I’m not even 
saying this as a criticism, it’s 
just more a statement of fact 
— it’s crafted and disingenu¬ 
ous,” Moby said earlier this 
summer during a promotion¬ 
al stop in Toronto. 

“It’s expressing emotion 
and sentiment that people 
think will work well on the 
radio.” 


Commercial success is 
clearly of little concern. 

What Moby does cherish is 
a meticulously crafted album, 
and with Innocents he admit¬ 
ted to stepping outside of his 
normal routine “to genuinely 
collaborate with people.” 

For the first time in his 
career, he relied on a co¬ 
producer — Mark (Spike) 
Stent, who has worked with 
Lady Gaga, Madonna and 
Maroon 5 — and sought co¬ 
writers including Toronto’s 


Cold Specks, Flaming Lips 
frontman Wayne Coyne, past 
Moby vocalist Inyang Bassey 
and Queens of the Stone Age 
collaborator Mark Lanegan. 

“In the past when I’ve had 
singers on my record, usually 
it’s singers I’ve brought in 
to sing songs that I’ve writ¬ 
ten and this time I wanted to 
see what it would be like to 
send someone an instrumen¬ 
tal and have them write all 
the lyrics and vocal melodies 
without any direction from

me and just see what they 
come up with,” he said. 

“When I would send some¬ 
one an instrumental and they 
sent back their vocals and the 
lyrics and vocal melodies, al¬ 
most in eveiy instance, the 
results were really great.” 

Canuck songstress Cold 
Specks helmed the first single 
released over the summer, 
the atmospheric A Case for 
Shame. 

Moby gushes over the 
uniquely mournful qualities 
in her voice, noting he met 
her on the recommendation 
of Mute Records founder Dan¬ 
iel Miller. 

“There are these sort of 
qualities to her voice, there’s 
like a darkness but an inno¬ 
cence, and veiy unconven¬ 
tional beauty,” said Moby, 
adding that they connected 
over a shared love of austere, 
plaintive blues music. 

“She’s not classically 
trained so she’ll sing intervals 
that most singers wouldn’t 
sing but she somehow makes 
them sound great.”

Interview. The Shining 
sequel Doctor Sleep 
offered interesting

Pop culture consumes au¬ 
thors, musicians and actors 
and quickly moves on. Only 
a few have staying power, 
and Stephen King is one of 
those rare figures. With the 
release last week of Doctor 
Sleep, his much anticipated 
sequel to The Shining, the 
66-year-old King continues to 
release and inspire new pro¬ 
jects more than four decades 
after he first started to scare 
the bejeezus out of eveiy- 
body. King spoke about how 
he approached the tricky task 
of writing Doctor Sleep. 

Writing a sequel to a be¬ 
loved book so many years 
later had to be tricky. How 
did you approach it? 

When I went into it I 
thought to myself, if I do this 
I can probably never satisfy 
the expectations of the audi¬ 
ence because so many people 
who read The Shining, I got 
them while they were young 
and malleable, they were 
young adults, teenagers. I 
meet people all the time who 
say, ‘That book scared the s— 
out of me,’ and I’ll say, ‘How 
old were you when you read 


the book or saw the movie?’ 
and they’ll say 16. And if 
you were 16 then, you’re 
probably 50 now and a little 
bit case hardened when it 
comes to scary things. I was 
curious. I wanted to see what 
happens to Danny Torrance, 
so I took my shot. 

What do you think of the 
book now that you’re done 
with it? 

I like it. I think it’s pretty 
good. I kind of approached it 
with the idea of it’s a movie 
sequel where the stoiy’s 
supposed to be different 
but it’s supposed to have 
the elements of the original 
that were successful, and I 


thought that’s a real chal¬ 
lenge. Let me see if I can 
do something that’s really 
good, that has some of the 
elements that scared people 
in The Shining and create a 
story that’s entirely on its 
own and that people could 
pick up and read even if they 
never read The Shining in 
their life. It was fun to take 
the shot. 

That’s going to be one of 
the literary events of 2013 . 
Do you enjoy the attention 
of moments like those? 

The short answer is no, I 
really don’t know how to 
cope with that.

The severe market crash 
in October 2008 changed 
my life. I started running 
to regain my health, both 
emotional and physical. 
Shortly after I took my 
first steps, I ran the Gobi 
March in China in June ’09, 
followed by the Atacama 
Crossing in Chile in ’10, and 
the Sahara Race in Egypt in 
’ll. In this post, I share a 
lesson about life, learned 
from the desert. 

Life’s challenges often loom 
larger than they really are 
— we get overwhelmed 
by what needs to be done 
then buiy our heads and do 
nothing at all. Not because 
we don’t want to work out 
a solution, but because we 
can’t figure out where to 
start. 

What we need to do: 
break down the problem 
into bite- size chunks. 

After I signed up to run 
the Gobi desert, I had to 
start... running. I asked 
people who should know 


for tips about the best way 
to prepare and they told me, 
“go at it one step at a time.” 

I took three million steps 
during training. I ran for 
most of it and when exhaus¬ 
tion hit, I walked. When I 
became injured I adapted 
my training regimen, run¬ 
ning in a pool to reduce the 
impact on my shins that 
badly needed rehab. 

When I crossed the start¬ 
ing line in the Gobi, I wasn’t 
thinking about how I was 
going to run six marathons 
in five days. I focused on 
one race at a time. When 
that got to be too much, I 
thought about making it to 
the next 10-kilometre check¬ 
point, then to just the next 
flag. When there was no 
steam left, I concentrated on 
taking just one more step. 

It took me 600,000 steps 
to cross the finish line. For 
most of the race I never 
envisioned that finish line. 
My mantra was, “OK, one 
more step.” 

If you’re overwhelmed 
by an issue staring you in 
the face, start the journey to 
a resolution by taking that 
first small step — and then 
another, and another, mov¬ 
ing ultimately to that giant 
leap forward.

Texas won its seventh in a 
row, downing the visiting Los 
Angeles Angels 6-2. Tampa

Toronto. 

The Rays will play at Texas 
on Monday night, with the 


winner visiting Cleveland on 
Wednesday night in another 
all-or-nothing matchup. 

Rangers rookie Martin

too — all-star slugger Nelson 
Cruz will be active after his 
50-game penalty from Major 
League Baseball in the Biogen¬ 
esis drug scandal. 

“He’s served his suspen¬ 
sion,” Rays star Evan Longoria 
said. “It is what it is. Justice 
has been served.” 

Asked if he expected to 
play, Cruz said, “I think so.” 

It will be baseball’s first 
tiebreaker — officially, this is 
a regular-season game and the 
stats count — since Minnesota 
beat Detroit 6-5 in 12 innings 
for the 2009 AL Central title.

The much-vaunted 
2013 Toronto Blue Jays 
returned to the draw¬ 
ing board after a season 
rife with underachieving 
closed Sunday.
